THE THORNBURG CASE. 


One, Fred G. Thornburg, expelled 
by Local No. 463, A. F. of M., of 
Lincoln, Neb., through a decision of 
the Executive Board of the A. F. of 
M., appealed to the District Court of 
Lancaster County, Neb., to compel 
Local No. 463 to carry him on the 
roster of the Local as a member. 
This is a very~important case, and 
the decision establishes a precedent 
for like cases in the future, therefore 
the appeal of the relator, Thornburg, 
answer of respondent, Local No. 463, 
A. F. of M., and decision of the 
Court are appended, with a sugges- 
tion that every Local file same for 
future reference. 


Petition and Affidavit. 


G. Fred Thornburg, of lawful age, being 
first duly sworn, deposes and says that he is 
the relator above named. 

That the respondent herein is a local or- 
ganization being a branch of, and associated 
with the American Federation of Musicians, 
which is a corporation duly organized and ex- 
isting, under, and by virtue of the laws of 
the State of 

That the object and purpose of the organ- 
ization and maintenance of the Musicians’ 
Protective Union of Lincoln, Nebraska, the 
respondent above named, was, and is, to unite 
in said Protective Union the professional mu- 
sicians of Lincoln and vicinity for the better 
protection of its members, to provide for the 
proper burial of deceased members, to regu- 
late compensation for services, to provide by 
agreement rules for its members, beneficial to 
their interests, and for the enforcement of 
good faith and fair dealing between them. 

That this relator became a member of said 
Musicians’ Protective Union of Lincoln, the 
respondent above named on the Ist day of 
November, 1907, and has at all times, and in 
all cases, kept, and performed, his obligation 
to said organization imposed upon him by the 
constitution and by-laws thereof. 

That notwithstanding the fact that this re- 
lator was a member in good standing of said 
organization, on tne 7th day of March, 1912, 
the said respondent sent to this relator, and re- 

‘lator received from the respondent a letter, 
professing to state charges against the re- 
lator as a member of said organization, and 
advising relator to appear at a special meet- 
ing of the Board ot Directors of said organ- 
ization to answer and defend the alleged 
charges filed against him. 

Relator states that according to the con- 
stitution and by-laws of the respondent organ- 
ization it is required, before a member can 
be put upon trial for any alleged breach of 
the laws of said organization, a copy of the 
charges filed with the Board of Directors 
against such member must be delivered to the 
member so charged, and that said charge shall 
state wtih reasonable certainty the nature of 
the offense, the time and place of its alleged 
occurrence, and such further recital of facts 
as will be sufficient to enable the accused 
member to know and understand the offense 
with which he is charged, in order that he may 
properly prepare his defense. 

Relator states that no such copy was served, 
or delivered to relator, that the charges as 
filed with the Board of Directors against re- 
lator were not expressed with sufficient cer- 
tainty to enable him to know the nature of 
such charges, and that the Board of Directors, 
or such persons acting as such Board in no 
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way acted in accordance with the constitu- 
tion and by-laws, in that behalf made and 
provided. 

That under the constitution and by-laws ot 
the said organization, of which relator was at 
that time a member in good standing, it was 
necessary that any charges against this re- 
lator, or any member of said organization 
must be verified in the following manner, to- 
wit: 

“The accuser must aver, on his honor as a 


in good standing, that the facts recited in this 
recital are true, except as to matters therein 
stated on his own information and belief, and 
that those matters he believes to be true, and 
that the charges are not brought to gratify 
any private animosity, or to satisfy any per- 
sonal end.” r 

In that behalf the relator states that the al- 
leged charges so preferred against him were 
not verified in accordance with the by-laws of 
the respondent organization, and were irregu- 
lar and insufficient to put relator on trial be- 
fore the Board of Directors, and conferred no 
justification upon said Board to place this re- 
lator upon trial, nor to hear and determine 
the charges so sought to be preferred, and the 
said charges so sought to be preferred were in 
no sense made in accordance with, or in com- 
pliance with, the by-laws of said organization. 

That on the said 10th day of March, 1912, 
according to the constitution and by-laws of 
said organization, named as respondent herein, 
the Board of Directors were disqualified from 
hearing any charges, or.trying any member on 
any charge, even though properly preferred, 
as such Board of Directors, or the members 
thereof, were themselves under charge of mis- 
conduct, or violation of the rules or by-laws 
of the said Union, and on that behalf said re- 
lator alleges that on the said 10th day of 
March, 1912, the Board of Directors of re- 
spondent organization, claiming to hold the 
offices of said organization, were under charge 
of misconduct or violation of the rules and 
by-laws of said organization, and by reason 
thereof, were disqualified to hear or determine 
the alleged, or pretended charges against this 
relator. 

That upon the said 10th day of March, 1912, 
relator appeared in the headquarters of the re- 
spondent organization, and then and there, 
by his counsel, challenged, and objected to 
the jurisdiction of the said Board of Directors 
to hear and determine the cnarges filed against 
him, such appearance being in the nature of 
a special appearance, made solely for the pur- 
pose of objecting to the right and jurisdiction 
of the said Board of Directors. 

That although its said Board of Directors 
was entirely without jurisdiction to hear pre- 
tended charges, and notwithstanding the fact 
that said charges were improperly preferred 
and conferred no jurisdiction upon said Board 
of Directors to hear and determine the same, 
and notwithstanding the fact that the mem- 
bers of said Board of Directors were dis- 





qualified to héar and determine any charges 
made against any member of said Union, this 


member of this Union, that he is a member | 





relator states that on the 10th day of March, 
1912, the said Board of Directors, without 
hearing any evidence in support of charges 
preferred against relator, and without any rea- 
son therefor, and without any jurisdiction in 
the premises to do so, made, and entered an 
order upon the records of said organization, 
and made and entered an order assessing a 
fine of $50.00 against this relator, which action 
on the part of said Board of Directors was 
null and void, and without torce or effect, and 
was in violation of the rights of this relator, 
and was a violation of the by-laws, rules, and 
regulations, of the said organization. 

That the privileges of membership in said 
organization are a valuable right in this, that 
the said organization or Union has accumu- 
lated property and money in the amount, and 
of the value of $800.00, and said property and 
money was accumulated through the joint 
efforts of its members, and this relator, and 
by its constitution and by-laws each member 
is entitled, in the event of his death, to par- 
ticipate in the funds of said organization or 
Union to the extent of costs of burial, or 
funeral expenses. That said property and 
money has been accumulated by reason of 
assessments and dues required of members, 
to which this relatot has contributed his pro- 
portion. ‘That membership in said organiza- 
tion is of further value in that musicians who 
are not members thereof are prevented from 
securing desirable contracts or engagements 
to furnish music in the city of Lincoln. 

That the relator is a professional musician 
and a leader of bands and orchestras, and fol- 
lows the profession of musician and director 
for a livelihood for himself and family. That 
previous to this unjust and illegal action of 
the respondent organization, as before alleged, 
he was able to secure employment at his pro- 
fession in the city of Lincoln, but that since 
his wrongful expulsion from said organization, 
or Union, which said expulsion was against 
his will, and since his wrongful removal from 
the privileges of said organization, the relator 
has been unable to secure employment as a 
musician and musical director for the reason 
that the privileges of working with members 
of this organization have been taken from him, 
it being contrary to the constitntion and by- 
laws of said organization for any member 
thereof to work with relator, so long as the 
pretended order of expulsion remains upon the 
records of said association. 
is unable to secure employment at his profes- 








That this relator ! 


sion in the city of Lincoln, in which city he- 


and his family reside, by reason of the unjust, 
improper and illegal expulsion of said relator 
from said organization. 

That by reason of the acts complained of 
above, the relator’s standing and reputation as 
a professional musician have been greatly in- 
jured and by reason thereof relator has been 
forced to seek employment outside of the city 
of Lincoln, and away from his family, and has 
been unable to follow his profession as a mu- 
sician and musical director in this city, and 
will be prevented from earning a livelihood 
for himself and family. i 


Relator further states that he has no com- 
plete or adequate remedy at law. 

That this relator did, upon the 4th day of 
April, 1913, make formal demand in writing 
upon the respondent herein named, that he 
be immediately reinstated into full and regu- 
lar membership in said organization, with 
which demand the said respondent has refused 
to comply.

Reply of Local No. 463. 

The Respondent 1s not a corporation but is 
a voluntary association. 
The term voluntary association is properly 
applied to an unincorporated society or body 
of individuals, formed for social, political, 
moral, religious, benevolent, protective or mu- 
tual purposes, or to promote some public, 
scientific or educational object, or to facilitate 
business, and not for purposes of trade 
direct pecuniary profit. A corporate body is 
entirely different from an unincorporated as- 
sociation and the rules of law concerning the 
one may not necessarily apply to the other. 
A corporation, whatever be its object, has a 
definite legal status, and is subject to the 
control of the courts; while an unincorporated 
association an ill-defined position in the 
law. What is the legal nature of a voluntary 
association? It has been 
that a voluntary association is a partnership; 
but as it is not formed for the purposes ot 
trade or business gain, and as there is there- 
fore no participation in profit or loss, it 
evident that the fundamental idea of partner- 
ship inter wanting. On principle a 
voluntary association objects are not 
trade or business profit not a partnership. 

It would that court which 
has to differences among 
members of a voluntary association, so far as 
jurisdiction may exist at all, is, at least in the 
very great majority of cases, a court ot 
equity. This would seem to be true, not be- 
cause there is any partnership relation exist- 
ing among the members, but because a court 
of law would usually be unable to either fur- 
nish any remedy at all, or at best a very in- 
adequate one. Even the courts of equity have 
shown great upon the 
concerns” of these associations are 
posed to leave the disputes to be bettled with- 
in the bodies themselves. 
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Individuals who form themselves into a vol- 
untary association may to governed 
by such rules as they see fit to adopt, so long 
as they are not immoral, contrary to public 
policy or in contravention of the law of the 
land. A member, therefore, is bound by all

which he assent in the 
constitution or by-laws of the association, and 
his duties, rights and privileges as a member 
are measured by them. It results that a mem- 
ber can not complain of a decision by the As- 
sociation, or by a tribunal provided for by its 
laws, suspending or expelling him, or denying 
his claim to benefits or property, nor have the 
courts jurisdiction to interfere, where the as- 
scciation or tribunal has acted under its rules, 
unless it appears either that the rules them- 
selves were invalid, or that the decision was 
not in good faith, or was made without notice 
and an opportunity to be heard. In other 
words, the courts have jurisdiction to inter- 
fere against the decision of the members of an 
association, or of a tribunal provided for by 
them, professing to act under their rules, only 
when it ‘can be shown that the 
immoral, contrary to public policy or in con- 
travention of the law of the land, that the rules 
were not observed, that there was mala fides 
or malice in arriving at the decision, or that 
the decision was made withont and an 
opportunity to be heard. Otherwise, the 
cision is conclusive. The courts will not in- 
quire into its merits. Brett, L. J., said: “I 
think we ought to take great care that this 
court does not, by successive decisions, usurp 
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an authority in these cases for which there is 
in point of law. In my

But in 
the case of expulsion by an unincorporated so- 
courts will not interfere with the de- 
cision of members of the society where they 
profess to act under their rules, unless it can 
be shown either that the rules are contrary 
to natural justice, or that what has been done 
is contrary to the rules, or that there has been 
mala fides or malice in arriving at the de- 
The members of voluntary associa-

cision.” 
tions are bound by the rules which they have 
adopted, if they are not contrary to the muni- 


cipal law, whether they be reasonable or not. 
The courts have no visitorial powers over the 
rules of voluntary associations as they have 
over those of a corporation, and cannot deter- 
mine whether they are reasonaime or unreason- 
able. But the rules must conform to the laws 
of the land. Therefore, where a member re- 
fuses to submit to the ceremony of expulsion 
established by the association, which involves 
a battery, it cannot lawfully be inflicted. It is 
necessary, furthermore, that a member should 
have assented to the rules of the association 
before he will be bound thereby. And a 
member may be bound by amendments to and 
changes of the rules subsequently made in ac- 
cordance with existing rules. 

Again, it is a well-settled rule that the 
courts will not interfere at the instance of an 
aggrieved member of an association until he 
has exhausted all the remedies afforded him 
by the constitution or by-laws of the associa- 
tion, or shown a good excuse for not having 
done so. 

Courts should not, as a general rule, inter- 
fere with the contentions and quarrels of vol- 
untary associations, so long as the government 
is fairly and honestly administered, and those 
who have grievances should be required in 
the first instance to resort to the remedies for 
redress provided by the rules and regulations. 

This rule is not affected by the discontinu- 
ance of an appellate power within the asso- 
ciation, which had once existed, when it does 
not appear that any appeal would have been 
necessary if charges had been presented; but 
where a resolution expelling a member of a 
club has been adopted at a meeting of the 
governing committee thereof, which consisted 
of twenty members, eighteen of whom were 
present, and fourteen of whom voted for the 
adoption of the resolution, it was neld that 
the probability that :avorable action might be 
secured by such an expelled member by an 
application to the same committee to have the 
resolution reconsidered and revoked, which 
could have been made under the rules of the 
club, was so extremely remote as to relieve 
him from the necessity of applying for a re- 
consideration before resorting to a judicial 
proceeding. 

It has been shown that the foundation of 
the jurisdiction of a court of equity in such a 
case is the right of property of which a mem- 
ber is deprived by the expulsion, and that if 
there is no right of property affected, a court 
of equity can grant him no relief, and it seems 
to be the rule, however it may be in case of 
expulsions from incorporated bodies, that the 
only remedy for the unauthorized expulsion 
of a member of an unincorporated or volun- 
tary association proper is in equity, either te 
restrain a threatened expulsion, or to restrain 
the officers or members from excluding the 
expelled member, and from interfering with his 
enjoyment of the privileges of the association ; 
mandamus is not a proper remedy. 

Nhether in the absence of any provision in 
the constitution or by-laws of a voluntary as- 
sociation, giving the members the power of 
expulsion, there is any inherent power in the 
majority to expel a member, is a question that 
does not seem to nave been directly decided,

favor of the power. 

But where the constitution or by-laws of a 
voluntary organization provide for the expul- 
sion, as stated above, a court will not interfere 
unless it appears that the rules were immoral, 
contrary to public policy, or in contravention 
of the law of the land, that the rules were not 
observed, that there was mala fides or malice 
in arriving at the decision, or that the decision 
was made without notice and opportunity to 
be heard. ‘The decision is conclusive, and its 
merits will not be inquired into. A member is 
entitled to an adequate notice and an oppor- 
tunity of meeting the accusations against him, 
notwithstanding the rules do not expressly 
provide for notice. So a resolution adopted 
by the governing committee of a club, ex- 
pelling a member, is inoperative and void, 
where it is made without notice to and oppor- 
tunity to be heard by such member, although 
such committee had appointed a sub-com- 
mittee to investigate and report the charges, 
and the member, in pursuance to a notice by 
the sub-committee, appeared before the latter 
and furnished a statement; but under a pro- 
vision of the superior body of a benevolent 
association guaranteeing a fair hearing to 
every member before expulsion, except where 
such member has been expelled from the sub- 
ordinate lodge of which he was a member, 
one who is expelled from such subordinate 
lodge may be expelled from the superior body 
without notice. If a certain notice is pre- 
scribed by the constitution and by-laws, the 
expulsion is invalid, if it be not given or 
waived. The notice, it seems, should be served 
personally, if the constitution or by-laws do 
not provide for a different mode of service. 
The notice may be waived, but it is held that 
the accused does not waive it by attending a 
meeting and entering on his defense—a some- 
what questionable ruling. Nor, it has been 
held, has a society the right to expel a mem- 
ber merely because he does not appear, and 
without proving the charges against him; even 
if he does not appear, proof should be required 
of his offense. If a member admits the offense 
warranting hie expulsion, it is then not nec- 
essary that he should have a formal hearing 
and trial, because he, in effect, pleads guilty. 

An irregularity, under the by-laws, in the 
appointment of the committee to try a mem- 
ber, is waived by the appearance of the 
accused, who, having knowledge of the irregu- 
larity, does not object thereto. Where charges 
are preferred against a member, who is appar- 
ently of unsound mind, his failure to appear 
and answer is not excused by his insanity, and 
the association may regularly proceed, accord- 
ing to its laws, to convict and punish him by 
expalsion. 
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If the constitution or by-laws provide a 
remedy within the association for a suspended 
or expelled member, then, as already seen, he 
must avail himself of such remedy before he 
can ask the courts to interfere; but a resort’ 
to such remedy is excused if it be clearly 
useless. 

Martin, in the Modern Law of Labor 
Unions, a late edition published in 1910, lays 
down the necessity for exhausting remedies 
within the union before resorting to the courts, 
as is shown by Sec. 317 of said Labor Laws. 

As in the case of other voluntary associa- 
tions, the general rule is well settled that a 
member who has been subjected to disciplinary 
measures by the union must exhaust the reme- 
dies provided by its laws before applying to 
the courts for relief. The general rule has 
found frequent application where the member 
seeks relief against fines, suspensions or expul- 
sion, and it has been held that a member who 
has been expelled, cannot maintain a bill to 
enjoin the union from reporting his expulsion 
to his employer without first exhausting his 
remedies within the union. The fact that dur- ' 
ing the time necessarily occupied in exhaust- 
ing such remedies, he will be deprived of his 
privileges as a ber of the iation con- 
stitutes no reason for interference by the 
courts, because in becoming a member of the 
organization and binding himself to seek re- 








dress for an unlawful or unreasonabk sen- 
tence by appeals he binds himself to submit to 
the incidents of an appeal actually taken. It 
has no application where there is no adequate 
remedy provided by the by-laws, or where the 
member is prevented by the action of the 


| union suspending him, from taking an appeal, 


or where the provisions for appeal impress 
conditions which render it burdensome or in- 
effective, as for instance a requirement of com- 
pliance with the findings of the tribunal in- 
flicting the punishment and the payment of all 
expenses. So the rule does not apply in the 
case of one expelled by proceedings not con- 
ducted in accordance with the by-laws of the 


, organization, where the only remedy provided 


relates to cases of expulsion supported by pro- 
ceedings lawfully conducted and where the 
appeal is to the discretionary power of the 
society available for the restoration of the ex- 
pelled member only on payment by him of an 
extra fine and passing an examination the same 
as that for original membership; or where the 
next session of the tribunal to which the appeal 
must be taken is held at a great distance, 
where the delay in being reinstated caused by 
taking an appeal would work a forfeiture of 
his insurance, and where the officer who would 
preside on appeal had affirmed the judgment of 
expulsion. Nor does it apply where the ex- 
pelled member is refused access to the papers 


; laws of the association imposing it, such asso- 





and documents necessary to enable him to per- 
fect his appeal, except on payment of a fine 
unlawfully imposed, where the officer against 
whom he is charged to have made slanderous 
utterances is to preside on the anpeal, where 


the appeal is to be heard in a dist t city, and 
where by reason of the expulsion ‘\e member 
is deprived of all opportunity t. obtain em- 
ployment and earn a livelihood. Whether a 


member has done all to exhaust the remedies 
within the organization is a question for the 
determination o. the court. 

It has been held that where pending an ap- 
peal by a member against whom a fine has 
been imposed, talen in accordance with the by- 


ciation consolidates with another, agreeing 
that its by-laws, so far as in conflict with the 
by-laws of the new association, shall be ad- 
justed in conformity therewith within a rea- 
sonable time, and the appeal is decided before 
the amendments made, the member has ex- 
hausted his remedies within the organization, 
because the by-laws under which the appeal 
was taken govern until amended, and the 
member is entitled to seek relief in the courts. 
Fuerst vs. Musical Mut. Protective Union, 95 
N. Y. Suppl. 155. 

The power of a union to fine, suspend or ex- 





pel a member rests not in the general law, 
but in the agreement of the members ex- 


pressed in .s constitution, rules and by-laws. 
And whil. it is not permissible for unions to 
enforce the observance of their regulations, 
rules and by-laws through violence, threats or 
intimidation; they may peaceably enforce their 
observance by infliction of the punishment 
therein provided, and the courts will not in- 
terfere. The power to expel or otherwise pun- 
ish a member for conduct in violation of its 
fundamental objects, and which 1 persisted in 
would have a tendency to thwart or destroy 
such objects or bring the union into disrepute 
is inherent in the union. 

Martin, in his work on Labor Unions, Sec- 
tion 307, says: 

“Any conduct which clearly violates the 
fundamental objects of the union, and which 
if persisted in would tend to thwart or work 
destruction to these objects is sufficient ground 
for expulsion. 

Martin on Labor Unions, Section 318, says: 

As heretofore stated, the decisions of the 
domestic tribunals of a union suspending or 
expelling a member is of a quasi-judicial char- 
acter, and on proceedings for reinstatement, 
the courts will only interfere to ascertain 
whether or not the proceedings of the domestic 
tribunal were pursuant to the rules and laws 
of the union, whether or not the proceedings 
were in good faith, and whether or not there 
was anything in the proceedings in violation of 
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the laws of the land. If it ‘is found that the! 


proceeding was had fairly, in good faith, and 
pursuant to its own laws, and that there was 
nothing in it in violation of any law of the 
land, then the sentence is conclusive ike that 
of a judicial tribunal. So in the absence of any 
by-laws regulating the procedure for the ex- 
pulsion of members, the courts will not inter- 
fere to restore to membership one who has 
been expelled when the procedure resorted to 
was reasonable and fair. 

In considering the objection that the charges 
were not proved, the court is restricted to de- 
termining the question whether or not there 
was any substantial évidence at the trial, to 
sustain the charge. The court cannot consider 
the weight of evidence, and substitute its 
judgment thereon for the judgment of the tri- 
bunal before which the member was tried. If, 
however, the determination of guilt was wholly 
unsustained by the evidence, it will be con- 
sidered “‘as contrary to natural justice’ and 
subject to review and correction. 

We wish to call tne attention of the court 
to the provisions of Setcion 13, Article 12, of 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the Local 
Union, the respondent, which provides tnat, 
“Any member wishing to appeal from the de- 
cision of the Board of Directors as to his fine 
or other penalty must do so in writing, stat- 
ing his grounds for such apepal and depositing 
ing his grounds for such appeal and depositing 
receiving notice of such fine or penalty, after 
which time no notice of appeal will ve ad- 
mitted.” 


The court will take notice that the trial of 
the charges preferred against said relator took 
place March 24, 1912. The relator has at nq 
time since March 24, 1912, given any notice 
of appeal of any kind whatsoever from the rul- 
ing and decision of said Board or the imposi- 
tion of such fine or penalty, and that he took 
no steps for the purpose of reviewing the pro- 
ceedings of said Board of Directors, and said 
judgment and sentence, as he was required to 
do by the constitution and by-laws, and that 
the first move on the part of the said relator 
was on April 4, 1913, when he made a formal 
demand in writing that he be immediately re- 
instated in said union, over one year having 
elapsed since said relator was tried and con- 
victed without any move being taken on his 
part whatever for any redress for any alleged 
wrong that might have been done, which was 
and is contrary to the constitution and by- 
laws of said union. 


The court will also further notice that by 
the provisions of Setcion 4, Article XIII, of 
the constitution and by-laws of said local union 
it is provided, “All fines imposed by the Board 
of Directors in accordance with Sec. 2 of this 
Article must be paid within ten days from the 
date upon which the fine is imposed. All mem- 
bers failing to pay within the time prescribed 
shall be suspended without further action.” 


The court will notice that said relator has 
been guilty of gross laches by not protecting 
his rights by the payment of said fine imposed 
within the time prescribed, and that he thereby 
acquiesced in said decision and took no steps 
whatever to appeal therefor to a proper tri- 
bunal provided, and allowed one year to elapse 
before he took any proceeding whatever to 
obtain any relief from said alleged unlawful 
action. By the terms of said Section said re- 
lator is estopped from claiming any further 
benefits or membership in said society; that 
his failure to pay said fine within said ten 
days automatically suspended him from said 
membership and he acquiesced in the justice 
thereof by his silence, and he is therefore 
estopped by his own acts. 

We submit that the relator can not be re- 
instated in the said union except he conform 
to the provisions of the constitution and by- 
laws of said union to entitle him to reinstate- 
ment. What must he do to be reinstated? 

Section 1, Article XIV, of the Constitution 
and By-Laws of said Union specifically states 
that “Any member losing his membership may 
be reinstated by majority vote of the Board of 
Directors present after having deposited with 
the secretary all and fines standing 
against him. A reinstatement fee must be 
charged as follows: First offense, $1.00; sec- 
ond offense, $3.00; third offense, $5.00." The 
relator has not complied with this section in 
any respect, neither has he conformed to Sec- 
tion 3 of Article XIV, which provides that 
“Any member having been expelled for failing 
to conform to the requirements of the Consti- 
tution and By-Laws can be reinstated on appli- 
cation in writing to the union, which shall be 
reau at a regular meeting and acted upon at 
the same. A three-fourths vote of the mem- 
bers present will be necessary to reinstate said 
applicant, after all fines and dues against him 
have been paid, and an additional fee of not 
less than $10 nad not more than $100. 

We insist, and insist strongly, that the re- 
lator has never in tunis case at any time at- 
tempted to comply with or has complied with 
any article, rule, regulation or requirement, re- 
quired of him by the constitution and by-laws 
of the local union whereby he could claim the 
right of reinstatement.

We further suggest to the court that he has 
not complied with the requirements of the 
Consiitution, By-Laws and Standing Resolu- 
tions of the National Committee in regard to 
appeals for reinstatement. We call the atten- 
tion of the court to Article VII, of said Na- 
tionat Constitution, Section 1, which provides 
that “‘A Local in whose jurisdiction a member 
of the American Federation of Musicians vio- 
lates any of the sections of Article III, or any 
of the laws of the Local, shall fine such mem- 
bers a sum not exceding $50 for each and every 
offense unless it is otherwise provided.” Should 
he fail to appear or place obstacles in the way 
of the Local giving him a fair trial his case 
shall go by default. Section 2 of said article 
also provides that “It a member of a Local is 
found guilty of violating a Local or Federal 
law, he has the right to appeal from the ver- 
dict to the National Executive Board and 
from there to the convention, unless it is other- 
wise provided,” but it also specifically further 
provides that “in all cases where an appeal is 
from a verdict rendered on account of the 
violating of a local law, before the appeal can 
be entertained the appellant must deposit the 
amount of the fine, or if local laws permit, 
good and sufficient security in lieu thereof.” 
“Notice of appeal must be given and fine de- 
posited within the time umit that local laws 


prescribe, and the appeal forwarded to the Na- 
tional Secretary no later than two weeks from 
date the fine was deposited.” 

We desire to call the attention of the court 
specifically to this section for the reason that 
this section is a mandatoy section imposed 
upon all local unions, and must be incorpor- 
ated in all constitutions and by-laws of local 
unions. We earnestly submit to the court 
that by reason of the failure and neglect of the 
said relator to pursue the courses mapped out 
and especially pointed out to him, and which 
he must conform to before he is entitled to 
recognition, has never been complied with in 
any respect by the said relator. That if said 
relator at any time felt that he had been un- 
justly dealt with by said local union a full and 
adequate remedy was provided for him for a 
review of said alleged unlawful acts, and he 
was afforded a competent and proper tribunal 
who would hear his case and who had pro- 
vided a mode of procedure whereby he could 
get the benefit of same. 

tie fails to exhaust his remedy in this re- 
spect or to take advantage of the benefits 
afforded him to obtain redress for an alleged 
illegal act, of which he acquiesced by his 
silence in the judgment rendered against him 
and the imposition of the une, and since he is 
guilty of gross laches and has estopped him- 
self by his silence and his inactivity to pursue 
the remedies pointed out by the constitution, 
which is full and complete to remedy any 
alleged wrong doing on the part of any local 
union. He fails to recognize the provisions of 
the constitution expressly provided in cases 
where a member claims or feels that he has 
been unjustly dealt with. 

He rests in quietude and tranquility until he 
thinks the time is ripe to apply to the court 
of equity and endeavor to get such court of 
equity to exact the strong arm of law to en- 
force a remedy for an alleged wrong, create 
embarassment, annoyance and discontent within 
a union, to disrupt the proceedings thereof by 
a violent attempt through the strong arm of 
the law, totally ignoring all the rights or 
benefits and remedies afforded him in a quiet 
and peaceful and orderly manner whereby he 
could have obtained all the remedy that was 
possible to be given for any alleged wrong that 
might have been committed against him. 

We strongly insist that this court should not 
pass its sanction and approval on any 
violent presumption. 

We insist that it makes no difference whether 
the expulsion or suspension of the relator was 
regular or irregular, or based upon a sufficient 
ground or not, that the relator has lost his 
right to a writ or mandate for his restoration 
to membership by his laches in applying for it. 

Again we urge upon the court the necessity 
of pursuing remedies within the association. 
Probably there is no presumption when a mem- 
ber has declined some privilege or benefit that 
there is some remedy for him within the asso- 
ciation, and that a complaint is not subject to 
demurrer for not stating that the association 
does not afford such remedy, or that, where it 
is afforded, resort to it has been without suc- 
cess. There are, however, few associations or 
corporations which by their own rules do not 
point out a course of procedure to be taken 
by a member seeking to enforce some rights 
or to resist what he deems to be some wrong 
to himself. In the absence of any remedy pro- 
vided by the laws of the association, relief 
may be had in all cases, it is true, where 
rights of property are involved, by proper 
suits or actions in the court, but we insist in 
the case at bar tnat there is no specific rights 
involved whereby the relator is suffering loss 
or damage, for the relator has no several or 
transmissible interests or the right to any por- 
tion of the assets of the union when he ceases 
to be a member of the same, although we 
would admit that if the union was dissolved 
and it had funds at the time of dissolution, 
then perhaps he might have a property in- 
terest, but that is not the case at bar. Where, 
on the other hand, a course of procedure is 
designated by the rules of the association or 
union we think the decisions uniformly assert 
that until a member pursues that course and 
finds it unavailing, the courts will not inter- 
pose in his behalf, whether the remedy he asks 
of them is preventive. 

Thus where a beneficial association agrees to 
pay its members. certain sums weekly while 
disabled by sickness, it may, in its by-laws, 
prescribe that application for such weekly pay- 
ments shall not be received or acted upon ex- 
cept through a particular committee, after the 
furnishing of a physician’s certificate, in which 
event, no member can entitle himself to a 
benefit except by compliance with the by-laws. 

If an association has made any decision 
against a member which he deems to wrong- 
fully and injuriously affect him and an appeal 
is provided by the constitution and by-laws of 
the association to some higher authority, that 
remedy also must be exhausted before the 
courts will assume jurisdiction. 

Doubtless a member may, in some instances, 
excuse himself from compliance wtih some rule 
of the order, or from pursuing some remedy 
prescribed thereby, by in effect showing that 
his right to comply with such rule or to pursue 
such remedy has been denied him by the asso- 
ciation or some officer thereof whose action 
has, by the association, been made a prere- 
quisite to the consummation of a cause of 
action against it. Neither the association nor 
any of its officers can exclude a member from 
redress by refusing to perform some act which 
he is clearly entitled to have done in order 
that his claims may be fairly submitted for de- 
cision to the association or some tribunal with- 
in it authorized by its by-laws to consider and 
determine such claims. 

‘Lhe necessity for a resort to the remedy pro- 
vided by the by-laws of an association being 
conceded, the next question naturally present- 
ing itself for consideration is, to what extent 
is a member bound by the decision against 
him of a question presented to, and determined 
by the tribunals of the association? There 
can, we think, be no reasonable doubt that 
these tribunals are judicial or quasi-judicial in 
their functions, and that theif decisions, there- 
fore, may have the effect of res judicata, and 
preclude any further inquiry respecting the 
questions determined thereby. 

It is, of course, as essential to the con- 
clusive effect of decisions by the tribunals of 
an association as it is of all other judicial or 
quasi-judicial tribunals that they have juris-

diction both over the person and the subject 





' 
matter, and further that they have authority 
to inflict the penalty inflicted for the offense 
found to have been committed. If a society 
expels a member or otherwise decides a ques- 
tion against him, prejudicially affecting his 
rights, without giving notice of the accusation 
against him, or, though giving such notice, 
proceeds against him while he is insane, and 
thereby rendered incompetent to protect him- 
self, or proceeds against him in a manner 
different from that prescrioed by the by-laws | 
of the Association, or inflicts a penalty not 
permitted by law for the offenses charged, the 
decision is void, and though a remedy by 
appeal exists, it need not be resorted to. 

A member may, however, become bound by 
a void decision, as where he apparently , 
acquiesces in it. Thus, if a sentence of ex: | 
pulsion from the association is pronounced 
against him, and he neither appeals from it 
nor keeps paid his subsequently accruing lia- | 
bility for dues, and for a long time neither 
claims the privileges nor assumes the burdens 
of membership, trom these facts it may justly 
be inferred that he ratified the void sentence . 
and estopped himself from subsequently assail- 
ing it. 





A judgment of a regularly constituted court 
is treated as being without jurisdiction to sup- 
port it, however regular the proceedings up to 
that point, if the party against whom the 
judgment was rendered was refused a hearing. 

Doubtless there may have been proceedings 
within associations affecting the interests of 
one of its members in which, though he was 
regularly summoned and appeared before it, 
the conduct of his judges showed that they | 
substantially denied him the right of defense 
and proceeded against him, not in the spirit 
of judges, but arbitrarily, capriciously, and in 
defiance of his rights. To such proceedings 
it would be difficult to accord the effect of res 
judicata to the extent of denying the aggrieved 
member a right to resort to the courts. 


But conceding jurisdiction to exist in the 
sense that the member was given an oppor- 
tunity for defense and a fair hearing, or, at 
least, a fair opportunity for a hearing upon the 
merits, and that the penalty inflicted upon 
him was one that the society might lawfully 
inflict for the offense of which he was found 
guilty, it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
deny to its decision the conclusive effect of a 
final judgment of a tribunal of special juris- 
diction, having authority to decide the ques- 
tion decided and to render the judgment pro- 
nounced. 


A court of equity wil interfere by injunction 
or otherwise to prevent the unlawful suspen- 
sion or expulsion of a member of a voluntary, 
unincorporated association, where it has finan- 
cial standing, and depriving him of the use of 
property that is common to all, however in- 
significant its value. 

A court of equity, however, has no power to 
compel admission to membership in an asso- 
ciation, whether incorporated or not. 

The members of a voluntary unincorporated 
association may lawfully agree that no asso- 
ciate shail remain a member and enjoy its 
privileges if he refuses to comply with its 
rules. Hence, if a member is suspended for 
violating the rules of an association, he can 
not afterward invoke the equitable power of a 
court to compel his reinstatement, any further 
than to see that the investigation was con- 
ducted in good faith, on notice to him and 
opportunity to be heard, and that the decision 
was within the scope of the jurisdiction con- 
ferred on the committee. A member of an 
association cannot insist upon remaining a 
member of it and at the same time repudiate 
its conditions of membership and refuse to 
comply with its rules. 

If he puts himself outside of the associa- 
tion, he cannot appeal to a court of equity to 
reinstate him after expulsion. A member is 
entitled to the privileges and rights inhering in 
a membership so long only as he keeps his 
part of the contract, expressed in his sub- 
scribing to the articles and by-laws of the 
association. It is a general rule of law, ap- 
plicable to voluntary unincorporated associa- 
tions, that a member must either submit to its 
rules or surrender his membership. He has 
his option to retain his membership by com- 
plying with the by-laws, or cease to be a mem- 
ber by refusing a compliance. 

The civil courts, whether of equity or of 
law, do not take cognizance of matters arising 
out of the affairs of voluntary unincorporated 
associations unless some civil or property 
right is involved. They will not interfere with 
questions of policy, «iscipline, and internal 
government, except where no jurisdiction or 
gross injustice and unfairness appear, in which 
case a court ef equity has jurisdiction to act; 
and it may be stated as a general rule that 
neither courts of equity nor courts of law will 
interfere to control the administration of the 
laws of such associations, or to enforce rights 
springing therefrom; but that such organiza- 
tions must be left to enforce their rules and 
regulations by such means as they may adopt 
for their government. 

A member of an unincorporated voluntary 
association will not, as a rule, be granted re- 
lief, either in a court of equity or a court ot 
law, until he has exhausted the remedies of 
the association, even where property rights are 
involved. 

Though it is held in New Jersey that, to 
secure property rights or enforce money de- 
mands against social or beneficial organiza- 
tions, a member thereof may, in the first place, 
prosecute his claim in the civil courts, unless 
the constitution or by-laws of the organization 
expressly provide otherwise, in which case he 
is bound by them. 

And, as we understand the authorities, the 
decision of an association upon matters per- 
taining to the body, and not involving any 
property right, is conclusive upon the courts; 
and that, even in cases where the right ot 
property in the civil court is dependent upon 
some question over which the organization or 
association has jurisdiction, the decision of the 
highest tribunal of the organization with ref- 
erence to it will, where it has proceeded regu- 
larly and in conformity with its laws, be ac- 
cepted both by courts of equity and courts of 
law as conclusive upon the question ef prop- 
erty involved. 
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In fact, as a voluntary unincorporated asso- | 
ciation is the sole and exclusive judge of ques- 





tions of doctrine and policy, it is only in re- 
spect to civil or property rights in, or grow- 
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ing out of, such association that an appeal to 





courts can be had. 

Labor unions have the right to adopt con- 
stitution es and by-laws within the scope 
ft lawiul purposes of the union and bind 
their members thereto. 

So long i labor union remains a volun- 
tary o7 the courts have no jurisdiction over 
it, and will not interfere between it and a 
member, except for the sole purpose of pro- 
tecting any interest the member may have in 
the property of the union.

Nothing was done by relator to appeal from 
decision and finding as provided for in consti- 
tution and by-laws, both national and _ local, 
until this action was instituted, except an in- 
formal demand for reinstatement which did not 
conform to the provisions of constitution, either 
national or local. Over one year elapsed and 
case became fully aormant, and relator estop- 
ped himself by silence. 

The constitution and by-laws both national 
and local provides that all fines imposed must 
be paid within ten days from date when fine 
was imposed, otherwise tue member failing to 
pay shall be automatically suspended without 
any further action. 

The relator fails to pay the fine imposed and 
sti fails to pay same and he is, therefore, 
automatically suspended without any turther 
action. He has been so suspended for a year, 
yet he has taken no proper step for reinstate- 
ment as provided for by constitution and by- 
laws both national and local. When he was 
so suspended he lost all rights of membership 
and also forfeited all his rights of benefits, 
hence no property rights are involved, tor he 
has forteited by his own laches and _ his 
acquiescence with the decision, finding and 
silence has estopped himself from claiming any 
benefit therefrom. 

It was mandatory upon relator under the 
provisions of constitution and by-laws that re- 
lator must deposit the amount o. the fine be- 
fore any appeal coula be entertained and notice 
of appeal given and fine deposited within time 
limit that local law prescribed and appeal for- 
warded to Nationai Secretary not later than 
two weeks from date fine was deposited. 

Relator has never complied with these re- 
quirements in any respect. 

The decision of finding against relator has 
the conclusive etiect of a final judgment of a 
tribunal of special jurisdiction having author- 
ity to decide the question decided and to ren- 
der the judgment pronounced. 

The member of a voluntary unincorporated 
association may lawfully agree that no asso- 
ciate shall remain a member and enjoy its 
privileges if he refuses to comply with its 
rules. Hence, if a member is suspended for 
violating the rules of an association, he can- 
not afterwards invoke tae equitable powers of 
a court to compel his reinstatement any fur- 
ther than to see that the investigation was 
conducted in good faith and that the decision 
was within the scope of the jurisdiction con- 
ferred on the committee. A member of an 
association cannot insist upon remaining a 
member of it and at the same time repudiate 
its conditions of membership and refuse to 
comply with its rules. 

If he puts himself outside of the association, 
he cannot apepal to a court of equity to rein- 
state him after expuision. A member is en- 
titled to the privileges and rights inhering in 
a membership so long only as he keeps his 
part of the contract expressed in his subscrib- 
ing to the articles and by-laws of the associa- 
tion. It is a general rule of law applicable to 
voluntary unincorporated associations, that, a 
member must either submit to its rules or sur- 
render his membership. He has his option to 
retain his membership by complying with the 
by-laws, or cease to be a member by refusing 
a compliance.

Tne relator has ceased to be a member by 
refusing compliance with the said by-laws. 

Civil courts, whether law or equity, do not 
take cognizance of matters arising out of the 
affairs of voluntary unincorporated associations 
unless some civil or proper right is involved. 
They will not interfere with questions of 
policy, discipline or internal government. It 
is a general rule that neither courts of equity 
nor courts of law wi. interfere to control the 
administration of the laws of such association 
or enforce the rights springing therefrom, but 











that such organizations must be left to enforce 
their rules and regulations by such means as 
they may adopt for the government. 

In conclusion, we beg to apologize for the 
length of this brief, but we deemed it important 
to enlighten the court as to our views of the 
question involved. The question being of great 
interest to the unions embraced in the Division 
to which this local union is assigned and we 
have therefore gone into detail on the general 
subject matter so that the court may be fully 
informed as to the 
requirements required of a member of a union 
such as the local union, the respondent herein. 
The decision of the question at bar is of grave 
importance to all the unions governed by the 
American Federation of Labor, and the re- 
spondents’ aim has been to fully and fairly 
present each and every phase of the case to 
the court so that there can be no mistake as 
to rights or remedies pointed out and provided 
for. 

The alternative writ of mandamus issued 
herein should be vacated and set aside, the re-

and absurd. ‘The court will take notice that it 
is in evidence that during the time allowed re- 
lator for appeal, the national body of the 
American Federation of Musicians was in 
session at Nebraska. The President 
of the national body, and all its officers were 
in tsymaha, Nebraska, at the time. Omaha, 
Nebraska, is but 55 miles from Ne- 
braska, the railroad fare is $2.20 round trip, 
and it would not have entailed any hardship 
on the relator to have before the na- 
tional body then in session, and there obtained 
proper redress for any alleged wrong done him 
by the local union, if he had shown himself 
worthy of redfess. But the court wiil par- 
ticularly notice that it was not incumbent on 
the relator to go to the extraordinary expense 
and expend the sum of $2.20 for railroad iare 
to Omaha and return, for the reason that the 
national organization provides an adequate 
remedy where a person is indigent, for Sec. 2, 
Art. VII of the national body provides: 

“Sec. 2. The International Executive Board 

may take any case under consideration, even 
though the fine is not deposited, if the Presi- 
dent of the Federation finds it advisable to 
grant the applicant a stay of judgment from 
the decision of the local.” 
Again, Sec. 12 of Art. VII (supra) provides: 
“Sec. 12. In the event of an appeal from 
expulsion from membership from a local, the 
President shall upon due investigation of the 
evidence submitted, decide whether the appel- 
lant is entitled to a stay of judgment.” 

Hence the court will notice, that ample pro- 
vision is made for all cases whwere a member 
is unable to pay the fine imposed. But before 
that aid can be granted, he must do something 
himself—he must perfect his appeal—he must 
sent his appeal from such judgment to the 
President of the International Body. This 
does not impose any great outlay of money, 
simply the preparation of his appeal papers, 
and the payment of the necesary postage to 
transmit same to the proper officer, who has 
the power to grant a suspension of sentence 
upon proper showing being maue. Does the 
relator pursue any of the remedies afforded 
him? The answer is “No.” He fails and 
neglects to take advantage of opportunities 
afforded him, and he is therefore bound by 
his own laches. 

It seems to us that the plea of inability to 
pay his fine, or to perfect his appeal within the 
time limited, by reason of lack of necessary 
money, is a very flimsy pretext, should 
have no weight or consideration at the hands 
of the court. We judge people from their ap- 
pearance and their surroundings, and when a 
plea of poverty is made, we generally look to 
see whether there is any merit in the plea. 
What do we find in the conditions of the re- 
lator at the time of the hearing of the case at 
bar? We find him driving an automobile to 
and from the court house, seemingly exercising 
rights of ownership over the automobile; we 
find him conveying his friends and witnesses 
to and from the court room in his automobile. 
This certainly does not evidence any poverty- 
stricken condition. Not being able to speak 
for the distinguished counsel for the relator, 
but speaknig for ourself, we certainly cannot 
afford to own automobiles, but, doubtless both 
the counsel for the relator as well as ourself 
could perhaps afford to supply the necessary 
gas for any required demonstration of the 
utility of the “buzz-wagon.”” So that this 
poverty claim is a mere pretence and a sham, 
and should not be seriously considered. 

3. Stress is made in relators brief on the 
fact that great property rights are involved 
herein. What property rights are involved? 
The only benefits or property rights are as 
provided for in Article XXV of the local con- 
stitution, which provides:

The court will note by reading this article 
of the con$Stitution, that even that $50 so to | 
be allowed is provided for by the levy of an 
assessment upon each member of the union to 
pay same. 

We insist that this is the only benefit the 
relator receive in any event, and tnat 
benefit does not become effective until after 
the death of the member, and the benefit is to 
help defray the funeral expenses of the mem- 
ber, or for the benefit of the deceased mem- 
family. Article XXIII of the local 
union provides the only property rights poses- 
sed by any member in good standing, and then 
it is only a right when the local 
union is dissolved, and in the manner pro- 
vided in the constitution for a dissolution. 
There are no other property rights involved 
than as stated. 

4. The relator has not shown that he has 
been damaged in any particular. He fails to 
show that he has suffered any pecuniary loss 
or damage, not even proving a penny of dam- 
age. 

5. The relator in his brief lays particular 
sftess upon the action of Mr. Pinney, a mem- 
ber of the local union. In reply, we insist, 
that Mr. Pinney is not the respondent herein. 
He does not voice the sentiment or judgment 
of the local union, and the respondent is not 
bound by any rash uterings, if they may be 
so called, of Mr. Pinney. His zeal may have 
carried him away and caused perhaps some in- 
discreet remarks, but this in no way effects 
this respondent. The respondent stands upon 
its own records as made in regular proceed- 
ings before the body of the union, and not on 
the vaporings of any one unauthorized to act 
for it. 

6. We are compelled again to call attention 
of the court to the claim of the relator that the 
Board of Directors of respondent were under 
charges of misconduct when the case of the 
relator was tried by them. We again assert 
that the Board was not under any charges of 
misconduct that would in any way interfere or 
bar them from acting as a trial board, and 
taking cognizance of relator’s case, for the 
reason, that charges against the Board must 
be addressed to the union, and referred by the 
union to the Board of Directors, and must be 
read in open meeting of the Board. See dec. 
5. Art. XII, Local Constitution. 

The court will note that the record does not 
show any compliance by the relator with any 
of these reuirements, but does show that the 
Board was in special session when the alleged 
charges against the Board were preferred; 
the charges had not been presented to the’ 
union and referred vy the union to the Board; 
the union had taken no action whatever con- 
cerning same, or taken cognizance of them in 
any manner so far as tne records show, and 
hence there has been no compliance with the 
provisions of the constitution by the relator or 
any one of the memvers of the union that 
would give validity to any such alleged charges. 
The court will also take notice that Mr. Davis, 
who preferred the alleged charges, was acting 
for the relator him, and that 
the charges were preferred by Davis so as to 
assist the relator in his defense, and we assert 
the fair presumption is that the charges were 
not submitted in good faith, but for the sole 
and only purpose of creating embarrassment 
for tae Board.

We respectfully request the court to care- 
fully read Sec. 6, Art. XII, of the Constitution 
and the court will be convinced that the Local 
Union specincally provided in its constitution 
and by-laws, how the charges should be made; 
how accused should be notified; and that it 
was incumbent on the complainant to present 
them to the union in the manner provided for; 
and that it was not necesary, nor was it re- 
quired that the complainant’s name be at- 
tached to the notice of charges preferred in the 
notice required to oe given the accused, in 
fact it was made mandatory by the provisions 
of the constitution and by-laws that the Board 
must withhold the name of the complainant 
in said notice. These requirements were fully 
carried out by the Board and the union so far 
as the relator is concerned.

the court, that provision was set out in the’ 
answer of the respondent, simply showing a 
mode of procedure provided for by the inter- 
national body, for trials under its jurisdiction, 
and where no other provision was made there- 
for in the local constitution and by-laws. 

The law in force and which governed the 
case of the relator, is that embodied in tne 
constitution and by-laws of the local union, 
and as adopted hy said local union and which 
were in full force and effect at the time the 
relator was tried. See Sec. 6, Art. XII. 

Every requirement of Sec. 6, Art. XII was 
fully complied with, and the relator is bound 
thereby. 

The relator is bound by the constitution and 
by-laws of the local union, and he must pur- 
sue the remedies provided ior in same before} 
he becomes entitled to any consideration at 
other hands. 

We earnestly submit that the relator had a! 
full and adequate remedy provided him within 
the organization in any case where he felt 
limself wronged by the action of the Board of 
Directors, or by the union, When he failed 
and neglected to avau himself of these reme- 
dies so afforded him, he estopped himself from 
claiming of wrong or injury done him, and 
that his case having been adjudicated upon by 
a tribunal provided therefor, that such adjudi- 
cation is final and conclusive on the relator, 
unless he appeals from such decision and ad- 
judication in the manner provided for by the 
constitution and by-laws, which he has failed to 
do, and therefore such adjudication is final 
aad conclusive, and the court has no juris- 
diction over the subject matter. 

The writ should be denied and the cause 
dismissed with costs.

Mr. Owen Miller, St. Louis, Mo.: 
Dear Sir and Brother—I do not re- 
member whether or not a certain 
“skin game” has ever been covered in 
the International Musician. Seeing 
advertisements in the July issue, lL 
take this liberty to call your attention 
to the fraud. I mean the “Song 
Poems Wanted” ads that appear in 
leading magazines and trade papers. 
These shysters pomise 50 per cent 
royalty, and, in fact, make it appear 
that they are in position to do a suc- 
cessful music publishing business— 
for themselves only, however. 
Though I have the good fortune to 
not have been “bitten,” I have my 
first “hit” to see turned out by these 
crooks, and I have been in the busi- 
ness for fifteen years. After landing 
a prospect, they proceed to get from 
$35 to $50 in advance, to help (?) pay 
part of the publishing expense. Then 
they concoct some semblance of a 
melody or words, as the case may be, 
and print the “composition” on the 
cheapest kind of stock title page, giv- 
ing the deluded would-be composer 
some two or three hundred copies in 
return for the $35 or $50. 
Any music house will get out an 





edition of that kind for $15 to $20 at 
the most. It is then up to the “bit-, 
ten” one to dispose of the copies and 
try to get his or her money back. 
Hardly a day passes but that some 
one of them brings stuff of that kind 
“on sale” in my retail department. I 
have yet to sell ten copies of any one 
that I ever And I have 
honestly tried my very best to sell it, 
as some of these people were friends 
of mine, and I was anxious to help 
them. 

Popular music being sold wholesale 
at from four to seven cents a copy, 
one can readily see where the poor 
“composer” comes in. Even if they 
get the maximum price of seven cents 
a copy, they only get from $14 to $21 
for two or three hundred copies, 
which costs them $35 or $50. I have 
never heard of any one ever receiving 
a royalty from these grafters. How 
could one? The piece is gotten out 
so cheaply and without any merit 
whatever—the public Just will not buy 
—and that is all there is to it. 

I would be very glad—and I am 
sure thousands of amateur and pro- 
fessional musicians, if you would look 
into this graft and take it up in the 
International Musician. If nothing 
else, a warning, with full explanations 
will help considerably. 

I believe there is a suit filed in one 
of the New York Circuit Courts by 
one who was “caught” against one of 
these grafters, and I understand the 
government is getting after them. It 
is nothing but obtaining money under 
false pretenses in the majority of 
cases. I have known poor widows 
scrape and save for a year or two to 
send $50 to one of these so-called pub- 
lishers, and the outcome is always the 
same—individuals eldom get half of 
their money back. 

Trusting that the International Mu- 
sician will help to stamp out this 
graft, as it is bettering the conditions 
of members of the gret fraternity it

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The Theatre Commission, created by the Toronto 
Convention, is now in session in New York. 
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The Seattle Convention of the Stage Hands adopted 
the agreement passed by the Toronto Convention, 
through which musicians and stage hands agree to work 
in harmony. This kind of industrialism is worthy of imi- 
tation. 
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William Trautman, formerly secretary of the I. W 
W., is making an expose of an alleged fraudulent dispo- 
sition of the funds contributed to assist the Lawrence, 
Mass., strikers. The matter is being investigated by the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 
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Properly speaking, the land belongs to these two: To 
the Almighty God; and to all his Children of Men that 
have ever worked well on it, or that shall ever work well 
on it. No generation of men can or could, with never 
such solemnity and effort, sell land on any other prin- 
ciple; it is not the property of any generation.—Thomas 
Carlyle. 

During the Emperor’s Jubilee, in Berlin, seven or- 
chestras of 600 musicians each gave a series of concerts, 
under the baton of Abenroct, Hausegger, Steinbach, 
Scheinpflug, Walter, Gorter, Schuman and Carbach. 
These concerts proved an immense success. They were 
a great object lesson in showing how far Germany has 
advanced in musical culture. ; 
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Said Mike to Ike: “You dirty Jew, I'll whale the 
stuffin’s out of you! You blatherin’, unbaptized galoot, 
I’m danged good moind to smash your snoot!” Said Ike 
to Mike. “You Christian dog, you r-rotten beast vot lifs 
on hog, ven dot church r-rings dot ol’ church bell, I dells 
der Pope to go to hell!” And then the blood and whiskers 
flew between the Christian and the Jew. 

Now, both these lobsters worked all day for the self 
same boss at blamed small pay; and devil a bit did this 
boss care for the bleeding mugs and gobs of hair. “If I,’ 
said he, “can keep these two—Mike the Christian, and 
Ike, the Jew—scrappin’ about their creeds and such, I 
can skin ’em both to beat the Dutch; but if they lose their 
myths and creeds, their goblins, ghosts and strings of 
beads, and find their interests are one, the two would 
have me on the run!” 

And the boss lay back and smole a smile, and dreamed 
of next year’s goodly pile that he would swipe from 
wealth that grew from sweat of Christian and Jew. And 
he blessed the ghosts with all his heart that kept poor 
Mike and Ike apart.—Melting Pot. 
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RETURNING GOOD FOR EVIL. 


The Metal Polishers are flooding the country with 
special representatives, bearing credentials from their in- 
ternational, asking for hearings before State, Central and 
Local labor organizations affiliated with the A. F. of L., 
to support them in their demand to force the musicians to 
agree to use only brass instruments that bear the label 
of the Metal Polishers, regardless of whether such are 
good, bad or indifferent. Their stock in trade is to at- 
tempt to show that because the musicians refuse to 
recognize the preposterous demands of the Metal Pol- 
ishers, that, therefore, the Musicians are not good union 
members, and insinuate that the musicians are not in 
accord with the general application of the idea of the 
union label. These misstatements always make an im- 
pression upon union people. Just the contrary is the 
truth. Member for member, the A. F. of M., as far as 
patronizing the union label is concerned, will stand the 
test with any other organization affiliated with the A. 
F. of L. As far as its official business is concerned, it has 
no superior in its loyalty to the union label cause. Sec- 
tion 3, Article X, By-Laws A. F. of M., says: 


Sec. 3. Printed documents issued by the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians or any Local thereof shall not be recognized 
as official unless such bear the libel of the International Typo- 
graphical Union. 


And again, Standing Resolution No. 20 says: 


Resolved, That the American Federation of Musicians 
heartily endorse all union labels and earnestly recommends that 
in the purchase of all products, the union lab.l be demanded, 
more especially in the purchase of uniforms, as nothing can 
be more inconsistent than union musicians parading in a uni- 
form made by non-union labor. 


And again, Standing Resolution No. 15 says: 


A. A member of the Federation following another trade 
must become and remain a member of the union of such trade 
if same is affiliated with the American Federation of Labor. 

B. If a member of the American Federation of Musicians 
employs, or assists in employing men who follow another trade 
or profession, he must employ, or assist in employing union 
men, if such other trade is organized and affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 


Has any other national or international such a law? 
We opine not. And now comes Standing Resolution No. 
3, which defines the position of the A. F. of M. in relation 
to the Metal Polishers, as follows: 


Resolved, That this convention recommends to the members 
of the American Federation of Musicians, when buying musical 
instruments in the manufacture of which metal polishers, buffers, 
platers, brass molders, brass and silver workers perform labor, 
that they purchase, as far as possible, only such as bear the 
label of the above named union of North America; and be it 
further 

Resulved, That no sales agent of a non-union instrument 
manufacturer shall be permitted to use the headquarters of any 
Local of the A. F. of M. for soliciting patronage for his firm. 


What more in reason can be asked? 

Why have the Polishers picked out the Musicians as 
their particular objective point? Why didn’t they raise 
the same row with the Barbers? There were once three 
establishments manufacturing union razors. There are 
none now. Why? Because the Barbers demanded a 
razor that would shave. The Polishers’ label could not 
convey quality. No matter how loyal a union man might 
be, he would not submit to having the cuticle of his 
physiognomy ripped off by an inferior razor. The label 
will not temper the steel of a razor. That is a secret 
known to but a few manufacturers of razors, and the 
barbers know who they are. 

Again, why not ask the carpenters to use the union 
saw. There is one made bearing the label of the Pol- 
ishers. When the carpenters were approached on this 
matter they replied: “We want a saw that will saw wood, 
and if the union label saw will do that as well as a non- 
label saw, that is our saw, but it will have to meet that 
test.” As Hamlet said, “That is the question.” The 
same will apply, even more emphatically, to musical in- 
struments. 

In addition to meanly’ and untruthfully trying to 
place the musicians in the light of being opposed to all 
union labels, these agents of the Polishers quote statis- 
tics that tell less than half the truth. To prove that the 
American-made instrument is superior to the imported 
instrument, they say in the last twenty years the im- 
portation of foreign-made instruments has fallen off té 
one per cent of what it was then, but they do not tell 
their auditors that twenty years ago the duty on brass 
or plated musical instruments was raised from twenty 
five to forty-five per cent, but hollow brass tubes were, 
and still are admitted on a duty of fifteen per cent, there- 
fore the importer of foreign instruments import the hol- 
low brass tubes, and thus save thirty per cent duty, and 
have the tubes, which are all numbered (the same as 
cut stone and timbers in a building), so the facts 
are that there has been an increase instead of a 
decrease on account of this tariff jugglery, and further- 
more, there are several factories in Antwerp, Brussels 
and Paris that make cheap brass instruments for the 
American trade that are shipped, in tube form, and put 
together in the musical instrument factories in this 


members of the Metal Trades Union in Europe, but the 
makers of the cheap tubes, so largely used by the Ameri- 
can instrument manufacturers, and polished and labeled 
by the Metal Polishers, is made by the cheapest non- 
union labor outside of India and China, in the world. 

We believe that the American union mechanic has 
no superior on earth, but the American workman can 
not make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear. He must have 
good material to get the best result. 

Another insinuation these agents of the Polisher: 
never fail to make, is that the musicians hanker after 
cheap, non-union goods, thus implying that they are 
influenced by sordid motives. Nothing is farther from 
the truth. A good imported instrument costs from $25 
to $75, according to size, more than the so-called Ameri- 
can instrument. In the choice of an instrument, the only 
thought the musician has in mind is to get the best pro- 
curable. 

Another of their stock arguments is a appeal to the 
patriotic side of the question. Patronize American goods, 
made by American labor, they shout; but they don’t say 
anything about using the cheap, scab manufactured brass 
tubes imported from Europe and palming them off on 
the purchaser as genuine American goods. 

These trades union barnstormers always infer that 
the members of the A. F. of M. are the only people that 
use brass instruments. What silly tommyrot. About 
one-third of the membership play brass instruments. 
That would make about 20,000. Almost every village 
and town in the United States and Canada has its ama- 
teur brass band. There are not less than 30,000 such 
bands in the two countries, with a membership aggre- 
gating 600,000, or thirty times as many as are in the 
Federation. 

When Pandora poured his box of evils on the earth, 
the last to leave it, and blackest of them all, was in- 
gratitude. Almost without exception the musical instru- 
ment factories now unionized were made so through the 
efforts of officers and members of the A. F. of M. As to 
the correctness of this statement, evidence in overwhelm- 
ing quantity can be produced to prove this statement. 
and as a further sample of what has been, and is still 
being done, a letter from the President of Local No. 9. 
A. F. of M., of Boston, Mass., is inserted: 


Boston, Mass., July 23, 1913. 
Mr. Owen Miller, National Secretary: ~ 5 os 

Dear Sir and Brother—Just a few lines in regard to an 
episode here in Boston connected with the argument of the 
Metal Workers and Polishers’ Union. If you remember, at the 
Toronto Convention, Mr. Daly made the statement that they 
received little or no help from the members of the A. F. of M. 
in organizing non-union shops, a statement quickly taken up 
by the delegates and proven incorrect. 

We have two factories here in Boston—the Vega Band In- 
strument Company, and the Boston Musical Instrument Com- 
paay, both non-union. Organizers appeared here in June and 
made overtures to the two factories; they called on Local No. 
9 to help. I went personally to the Vega Company, had a talk 
with Mr. Nelson, owner. He was favorably inclined to the 
project, only one man had been there and threatened him with 
all sorts of things if he did not unionize, and aroused his fight- 
ing spirit. After a lengthy talk he agreed to let me in the shop 
and talk with his men. They were in favor, but wished the 
advice of of Mr. Nelson on the matter. He urged them to join 
and felt it would be better for his shop. 

Mr. Leary, Vice-President of the Metal Workers, had the 
affair in charge. He sent for me several times to arrange in- 
terviews with the factory heads and talk to the men. We in- 
vited him and his fellow workers to our meeting and they put 
forth a proposition for us to work on to help. We accepted and 
pitched in. The Vega Company organized and all joined the 
union. Then came the trouble of the managers signing the 
fifty hours a week clause and of paying union wages. Mr. Nel- 
son, after lengthy arguments, flatly refused, and as a result tis 
force was called on a strike. We inserted a notice in our quar- 
terly report (enclosed find copy). Its effect was felt imme- 
diately—not a man applied to the shop for repairs or trade of 
any kind. After three weeks of a hold-up Mr. Nelson agreed 
to the conditions and signed the agreement, so the shop is now 
union throughout. In the meantime we urged our members to 
talk with Mr. Nelson and show him the advantage of the !abel, 
and personally I spent a great deal of time on the job. 
Yesterday I received word from Mr. Leary, Vice-President 
of the Metal Workers, thanking this Local for its work and aid 
with the Vega Factory (Standard Band Instrument Company), 
and especially the convincing work of the Board of Directors. 
The other factory, the Boston Musical Instrument Company, 
stands a fair show of being organized, and our Association is 
giving its best efforts to bring about that result.

The above is a repetition of what has been going on 
in every place where there is a musical instrument fac- 
tory and a Local of the A. F. of M. 

In spite of this splendid work by the A. F. of M., the 
Polishers have a horde of orators roaming over the 
country villifying and denouncing the musicians as 
traitors to the cause of trades unionism bécause they re- 
fuse to comply with the unreasonable demands of their 
chief bulldozer, John Daly. 

They are pulling off this agitation just before Labor 
Day. This day of all days that is sacred to Labor—all 
Labor. It represents every son and daughter of toil on 
God’s footstool. Like the Jewish Day of Atonement, 
this Holy Day ought to be consecrated to peace and har- 
mony, more especially the forgiveness of each others’ 
trespasses ; but, No! the officials of the Metal Polishers 
seem determined to, if possible, demoralize the Labor Day 
celebration this year by their present unfair tactics.

He is about as much of a diplomat 
as Sancho Panza, the squire of Don Quixote, immortal- 
ized by Cervantes. 








NO NAVY NEEDED. 





Men of real or imaginary influence are receiving from 
the Navy League petitions to be signed usging Congress 
to appropriate money for a stronger navy. In this 
petition the League gives “67 reasons.” 

On returning his petition unsigned, Joesph Fels wrote 
as follows: 

“None of your 67 reasons shows murder to be justi- 
fiable. None of them shows that it is right for a young 
man to bind himself to shoot his own father at the com- 
mand of a superior officer. None of them justifies the 
wicked folly that leads citizens of different countries to 
kill each other merely because the rulers were too incom- 
petent or too unwilling to settle a dispute amicably. 

Your petition is consistent. It contains no demand 
that in case of war all the diplomts whose blundering or 
worse has failed to avert trouble, be placed on the firing 
line, together with all congressmen and senators who 
voted to declare war, all editors, politicians, preachers 
and other molders of public opinion who help. a to inflame 
the public, and all financial magnates who stood back of 
it all, pulling the strings in expectation of securing new 
opportunities for plunder. Of course, I know that if such 
a provision were made there would be an end of all «'e- 
mand for a navy, every congressman would oppose an 
appropriation, and our State Department would treat 
even the smallest and weakest of foreign nations with 
justice and courtesy. 

“In spite of the large number of reasons you give, you 
omit all mention of the ones but for which no navy would 
be wanted. Are you ashamed of them? You don’t say 
that American monopolists have secured concessoins 
from corrupt governments of weaker couniries to rob the 
people thereof and want protection from possible revolu- 
tionary outbreaks which their oppression may cause. You 
don’t say that increased naval expenses will give pro- 
tected monopolists an excuse to demand retention of op- 
pressive tariff taxes. “You don’t say that the Steel Trust, 
Charles M. Schwab and others interested in contracts for 
battleships, guns and armor plate need the money. 

“You don’t say that the navy now costs $130,000,000 
a year. You don’t say that that means a tax of $7.50 a 
year on every family and that you want to increase it. 
You don’t say the most of these families don’t get a dol- 
lar’s worth of benefit out of it, but that it will be the 
young men of such families who must do the fighting and 
be maimed or killed. 

“T have little hope that it will do any good to tell you 
that demanding a navy is inconsistent with the Golden 
Rule. You know that already; but you don’t care. You 
don’t say that openly because it is not fashionable and 
would not be expedient. It would embarass the preachers 
and church members who support your demands. Still it 
won’t hurt to let you know how this murderous business 
looks to a Golden Rule advocate and I therefore quote 
from Henry George: 

. “*The dangers to the Republic come not from without 
but from within. What menaces her safety is no armada 
launched from foreign shores, but the gathering cloud of 
tramps on her own highways. That Krupp is casting 
monstrous cannon and that in Cherbourg and Woolwich 
projectiles of unheard of destructiveness are being stored, 
need not alarm her, but there is black omen in the fact 


_ that the Pensylvania miners are working ior 65 cents a 


day. No triumphant invaders can tread our soil until the 
blight of “great estates” has brought “failure of the crop 








of men;” if there be danger that our citizens blaze, it is 
from torches lit in faction fight, not from foreign shells. 

“Against such dangers forts will not guard us, iron- 
clads protect us, or standing armies prove of any avail. 
They are not to be avoided by any aping of European 
protectionism ; they come from failure to be true to that 
spirit which was invoked at the formation of the Republic. 
They are only to be avoided by conforming our institu- 
tions to the principle of freedom. 

“For it is true, as was declared by the first National 
Assembly of France, that “ignorance, neglect or contempt 
of human rights are the sole cause of public misfortune 
and corruption of government.” 

“Here is the conclusion of the whole matter. That 
we should do unto others zs we would have them do unto 
us, that we would respect the rights of others as scrupu- 
lously as we would have our rights respected; it is not a 
mere counsel ot perfection to individuals, but it is the law 
to which we must conform social institutions and national 
policy if we would secure the blessings of abundance and 


peace.’ ””"—The Painter and Decorator. 





THE LIQUOR PROBLEM.

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WATERLOO DAY, 1815-1913. 








The Battle of Waterloo was one oi the fifteen de- 
cisive fights of the world. It was fought in Belgium, 150 
miles north of Paris, on June 18, 1815, between the 
French army, commanded by Emperor Napoleon I and 
the English army and its European allies, commanded 
by the Duke of Wellington. It was Napoleon’s last 
battle and ended in the defeat and flight of his army. The 
day is annually observed, on the battlefield, by French 
and British. 

Through the incorrect methods of teaching “history” 
in our schools, the significance of this battle is lost. Let 
those of us who believe in equal rights, skilled labor, 
good wages and a spirit of fraternity know that. 

From the collapse of the ancient Roman government 
in the seventh century after Christ, through all the weary 
centuries—eleven of them—a toiler was little more than 
a beast! Starved, robbed, untaught, drafted into count- 
less armies to kill and be killed to sustain causes which 
interested only the rich and powerful—forbidden to in- 
vent even the simplest devices, denied any rights in or 
out of courts, a prey to diseases, famines and disasters of 
every sort, housed in mud huts or foul dens of cities, 
forced to hand over nine-tenths of what they actually 
managed to produce to noble and clergy, yet they toiled 
on. Their sons brutalized and daughters outraged 
Learning forbidden them. Justice denied them. Can you 
wonder that they rallied to the glorious flags of Repub- 
lican France in 1789? All Europe banded together 
marched against them, resolved to whip down, at any 
cost, so dangerous a doctrine as the rights of the laborer 
to the fruits of his toil! For 25 years Napoleon led his 
armies up and down Europe, crushing princes and re- 
storing the ancient Roman doctrines and laws, especially 
relative to those who tilled and toiled. 

Napoleon placed the precious Legion of Honor Cross 
on the breast of the man who first mercerized cotton. 
Napoleon encouraged the making of sugar from beets. 
Napoleon ordered the learned men to turn from directing 
the producing of luxurious articles for the rich and to 
turn their attention to screws, hammers and plows. Na- 
poleon founded the first school of agriculture. Napoleon 
was the first ruler to encourage trades organization and 
to receive deputations of organized labor. 

Though he lost his crown on June 18, 1815, yet the 
seeds he sowed survived and the modern industrial world 
owes its existence to his efforts and his intelligence. This 
day should forever call to the minds of organized labor, 
not his defeat alone, but our birth—Exchange.

Throughout the nation, this day, so significant for Ger- 
man art and German culture, will be celebrated, and 
from a thankful heart my thoughts also reach out toward 
peaceful Bayreuth (where he who was born 100 years 
ago rests from the struggles of his life), the sanctuary 
from which the greatness and fame of Wagner’s im- 
mortal creations and work have been carried forth into 
all the world, to the salvation and prosperity of German 
art. In my opera house I am having performed today 
my favorite work, the “Meistersinger,’ for the pupils of 
the Berlin high schools, iin order to impress educationally 
the spirit of Richard Wagner upon the growing genera- 
tion. Kurther, a memorial celebration was held in my 
Play House, where the ‘Flying Dutchman’ was given for 
the first time—WILHELM I. R.”

Capital 
is only the fruit of labor and never could have existed 
had not labor previously existed. Labor is much the 
superior and deserves much the higher consideration.

“There is nothing that really figures but labor. Ma- 
terials—analyze materials. You will find that material 
means nothing but labor. Freight and supplies? An- 
alyze them. They meaa nothing basically but labor— 
just so much labor.” 

In other words, from the first magic touch to the 
last, which turns everything into gold, it is all labor. 

It is labor which produces everything, all the riches, 
all the splendor, all the v ealth. 

Nothing has any value until turned over by the hand 
of labor. 

Labor has produced all! the wealth of the world. 

Do you think the words quoted were spoken by some 
labor organization orator or soap box Socialist? Doesn’t 
it sound as if it might have come from those sources? 
Don’t those quoted words open and close the case for 
labor as well as any Socialist or labor union man eve 
did—or better? 

These words, according to the Pittsburgh Leader, 
were spoken by Charles M Schwab, one of A. Carnegie’s 
young partners, now owner of the Bethlehem steel works, 
at a dinner given in his honor some time ago in Phila- 
delphia.

consideration of managers in a man- 
ner that orchestras were made smaller 
after a new show was safely and suc- 
cessfully launched and advertised in 
order to gain and sell those seats. 

If it is the main point and object of 
a theatre to enrich a manager in the 
shortest possible time, then the abol- 
ishment of the orchestra is a means to 
that end; but if it is immaterial to the 
general public whether the manager 
becomes a millionaire a few years 
sooner or later, but that it is all im- 
portant that the masses receive that 
which they like, to which they are 
entitled and accustomed, then it 
should not be taken away from them. 
The theatre orchestra is much more 
entitled to existence than even the 
opera, since it is not a travesty on 
human life. I also differ from the 
writers who claim that the music be- 
tween acts should be in accordance 
with the drama. Quite the contrary 
is the case, and I was so informed 
when I first went to the theatre and 
questioned about the apparent incon- 
gruity of the contrast.- I was told and 
found it correct, that it was absolutely 
necessary. That no healthy, normal 
mind could and should stand unin- 
teruptedly the strain of a drama 
wherein are most graphically depicted 
in most concentrated acts the emo- 
tions of a lifetime very often, through 
which the auditor lives for a few 
hours. 

It is not well for the mental palate 
to have spiced meat all the time; a 
cooling salad or ice creams between, 
is very refreshing. Plays are there- 
fore divided into acts, not only for the 
change of scenes, but also that with 
the turning on of the lights the audi- 
tor may regain his mental equilibrium 
and by the strains of music awaken 
to the joy of living. 

Here is one who protests against 
the abolishment of the theatre orches- 
tra. But since this discussion has 
come up, let us profit by it. The mu- 
nicipality who is vitally interested 
that the citizens receive the best for 
their money, should see to it that the 
theatres to which it gives licenses to 
be designated as first, second or third 
class. The rank to which it should 
be entitled to be fixed according to 
the strength of the orchestra, which 
it should be bound to keep up on the 
penalty of losing the license for that 
particular rank. For it stands to rea- 
son that six men can not give as good 
a performance as fifteen or twenty, 
and,that the best musician can not 
play more than his part, and that mas- 
terpieces which require no less than 
forty musicians can not be rendered 
by a niggardly equipped orchestra. 

This calls to mind an occurrence 
during Sir Henry Irving’s tour of 
America. He was amazed when he 
beheld the size of the orchestra. He 
said, “That orchestra has to be 
doubled or I cancel my contract.” 
The managers balked, but what could 
they do? Sir Henry had his way and 
Boston enjoyed a period of dramatic 
presentations such as we have not had 
since. The orchestra was thirty men 
strong—a worthy complement to the 
worthiest exponent of the times of the 


est theatre has not less than twenty 


musicians, then I must say: We have 
no ground for complaint, for our 
orchestras do as well as they can ac- 
cording to their size. 

However, to better conditions in 
this matter, let us imprint this on our 
mind: “The criterion for the rank of 
a theatre is the size of its orchestra.” 
No management can vouch for the 
excellence of its plays at all times, 
but the orchestra, being a permanent 
institution and its language that of the 
universe, can be made and should be 
made excellent at all times, according 
to the rating of the theatre. The 
members of the orchestra should be 
chosen by an efficient leader and not 
by an ignorat, arrogant, superfluous 
and frafty contractor. The public has 
a right to demand the foregoing pre- 
cepts and the Musicians’ Union would 
gain much in appreciation and pres- 
itige of the public.

ORGANIZED LAWYERS VS. OR- 
GANIZED LABOR. 


Two prominent Chickasha lawyers, 
both members of the Grady County 
Bar associatian—the lawyers’ union 
—have at different times complained 
to me that labor unions were unjust 
in establishing a uniform wage scale 
for all members alike regardless of 
their difference in ability. 

They argued that a uniform wage 
scale compelled the superior me- 
chanic to work for the same wages 
as the more inferior brother, and 
compelled the employer to pay the 
incompetent man as much as a first- 
class man was worth, which was an 
injustice to both the superior me- 
chanic and the employer of labor. 

These critisms are without foun- 
dation, in fact, and are based upon 
false deductions arrived at by a mis- 
understanding of the object of a 
minimum wage scale. 

The minimum scale is not a wage 
for which each and every member 
is required to work, regardles of his 
capabilities, but it is a scale below 
which the least capable cannot live. 

While no member is alowed to go 
below the minimum wages, which the 
most inferior workman is worth, 
each one is supposed to receive as 
much more than the minimum as his 
services are worth and many who 
possess superior ability are drawing 
wages acordingly. 

But I regret that truth compels me 
to say that many employers of labor 
use the scale to force the wages of 
the first clas mechanic down to those 
of the inferior workman. 

I have never heard of an instance 
where these critical gentlemen—the 
lawyers—ever paid a mechanic more 
than the scale because of his greater 
ability, but I do know of them 
finding fault because a workman did 
not do superior work for the lower 
wages, which cause me to doubt the 
sincerity of their criticism. 

In connection herewith I wish to 
call attention to a slight ripple on the 
placid surface of the labor move- 
ment in Chickasha just a few years 
back. 

The labor unions on that occasion 
found it expedient to employ two 
prominent lawyers of this city who 





consists or wages, would be in the case. The 


case proved to be a very strenuous 
one and was bitterly contested by 
both sides to the controversy. 

One of the lawyers employed by 
the labor unions worked like a hero, 
was always on the job early and late. 
He threw his whole mind and soul 
into the case and fought lige a tiger. 
He deprived himself of the pleasure 
of eating Thanksgiving dinner with 
his old mother in order to be 
“Johnny on the spot,” in any emer- 
gency, and against heavy odds won 
the case for labor. 

The other lawyer put in an apear- 
ance part of the time and in a list- 
less way took some part in the pro- 
ceedings and on one important oc- 
casion failed to put in an appearance 
at the court room. Toward the last 
he seemed to lose interest in the case 
altogether. 

The bills of these two lawyers for 
their services in the case were pre- 
sented separately and at different 
times, but the amounts were just the 
same to a cent. 

The labor unions paid these lawyers 
the same wages although ONE HAD 
RENDERED A HUNDRED FOLD 
MORE SERVICE THAN THE 
OTHER. 

When the bar association estab- 
lishes a graded scale for lawyers, rat- 
ing each one at what he is actually 
worth, they will be in position to 
consistently criticize organized labor 
for establishing a minimum wage 
scale.

MUSIC IN SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Owen Miller, St. Louis, Mo.: 
Dear Sir and Brother—In a recent 
issue of the International Musician 
you published an article on the theatre 
orchestra and other musical condi- 
tions. The theatre managers and 
leaders are not to blame; it is the ig- 
norance and lack of appreciation of 
what good music is by the American 
public that is the cause of these con- 
ditions. We are teaching too much 
of the executive side of music and not 
enough of what the mission of this 
greatest of all arts is. We should be- 
gin with the public schools all over 
the country and teach the pupils what 
is good in music (musical apprecia- 
tion) both vocal and instrumental, and 
we should see that musicians are ap- 
pointed to those positions who have 
had a good musical experience in con- 
junction with a knowledge of public 
school requirements; then, and not 
until then, will you get good results. 
The average pupil in your public 
schools does not have the opportunity 
of hearing’ good music properly in- 
terpreted on account of the incompe- 
tence of musical supervisors who have 
not had either a good musical educa- 
tion or a good musical experience. I 
have never in twenty years of teach- 
ing music found scarcely any public 
school pupils that could tell me the 
simple music essentials. Music is 
treated as a joke in a great many 
places, and it is, judging by results.

first, friendship and politics. Second, 
a lack of knowledge on the part of 
the superintendents of schools and 
school committees in the selection of 
musical supervisors of what the pupils 
should get. I think any subject in 
our schools should be presented to 
the pupils in the best way to get good 
results, and would be a factor in 
guarding the pupil when he leaves 
school against the abominable trash 
that inflicts itself on the public today. 
1 think that every large city school 
should have a municipal orchestra 
large enough to properly interpret 
good music. In Boston we have an 
excellent municipal orchestra, but it 
is not large enough. Every large city 
should have a good conductor, com- 
petent to interpret good music. We 
have in Boston Mr. Mollenhaur, one 
of the best conductors in America to- 
day. Now, I think it is the duty of 
our great organization to fight for 
better musical conditions for the 
pupils in your schools and your citi- 
zens. A great many children and 
adults cannot afford to hear good con- 
certs. No other art exercises a better 
influence on umanity than music, and 
the right sort of musical conditions 
would tend toward a great moral and 
mental uplift.

She doesn’t 
know much about these naughty danc- 
es. At least she lets him out nights on 
his tour of dance hall inspection, all 
alone. “It’s business,” says Casey in 
explanation.
